Chriſt, Secondly, To be much with God about the reality of 
the Geſpel, and the Teachings of his Spirit. Thirdly, To be 

\ zealoens for, and Faithfull co the name and intereſt of Chriſt; 
And this I profes, Not 4s thoagh [ had already attained, either 

were already perfect; but I follow after, if that I may appre- 

bend that for which I am apprehended of Chriſ je. And 

hence is it, That when I perceive Satan is under any eminent 

defigne by his inftruments, to ſeduce ſoules from the Truth as 

ic is in Jeſus, from the Foundation Principles of the Goſpel, 

| my heart is moved within me to appear for the Lore, and his 
Chriſt ; and thenee come! it, that 1 have been made a man of 
contention leng with almoſt all different Judgements, And 
] am the rather drawn out at ſuch alaruming times, tar ſecuring 
ſowles, with whom | have to doe in the Miniſtration of the 
| Goſpel, to warn them of the damnibleneſſe of thoſe Doctrine; 
| which wholly lead from Jeſus Chriſt, and the true ſpirit of the 


Goſpel ; and leade into the firft Adam, firſt Covenant, and

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falſe tigkteouſneſſe. I ſay, I am the rather drawne,out to goe 
this way, becauſe I find the Apoſtles, when-rhey had to doe 


with falfe teachers, that led them baek from Chriſt to the Law, / 


and the Covenant of Works; they ſhewed the damsableneſſe 
of thyſe Doctrines, and the impoſſibility of Salvatios rhas 
way, The Church of Galatia was wonderfully infected with 
this deſigne of hrisging people back from Chri#, to the Co- 
venant of Works (which hath been Satans defigne from the 


Apoſtles times, to this very day; it hath been a great part of - 


the ſpirit of, Anti · Chriſt; it runs threugh the Doctrine of 


Socinians; it'conſitutes the Prineiplezof the Quakers.) And 


when Paul diſcovered it, he beftirs himſelfe exceediagly, and 
ſpeaks home te the impoſſibility of ſalvation in that way. 
Reade Galatians 2. 16.17.18, Gal. 4. 9. 10 11. 64. 5. U. 
Behold, I ſay unte yon, that if yee be circumciſed, Chriſt ſhall 
profit you nothing. Ver. 3. For I teftific againe to every wan 
that ts circumciſed, that he is 4 delteur to des the whole Law, 
Ver. 4. (riff i leceme of none fen ante you, whoſoever of 
you are juſtified by the Law ; ye are fallen om Grace. Here 
you ſee Pauli zeile againſt (uch DoAtrines, and his way of 
ecel:ring it; It is, That they canner be ſaved if they leave 
Chrift, and fly to the works of the Law fer juſtification, er 
minglethe works of the Law with Chrift for juſtification; and 
1 ſhall afterwards make It plainly appear, That the Qnekers in 
their Doctrines are notoriouſly guilty of beth theſe, with ma- 
ny ether groſſe and damnable Opinions. Now this example of 
Paul in Writing to the Church of Galatis, to ſecure them 
from (ach DcArines, ander prine of Damration, is my Pat. 
rerne for doing the like: This he carryed to other Churches 
where theſe falſe Apoſtles were ſeducing of them. Hence the 
Apoſtles uſually called them Dawrable Deiftrines, Doftrines 
that Deftroy the Faith of ſome, wreſt Scriptares to their own 
Deſt ruction. There were other things moved me to that plain. 


neſſe and faithfalnefſe in warning of the damnablenefle of ma- 
ny of the Quakers Doctrines. About December lat, many of 


them were here gathered together, and were endeavonring to 
make 
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wake it their great Worke to ſeduee the People, And then 
firſt, that of [ſay came upon my heart, chap. 59. 19. When 
the Exemy bal come iu bike 4 Flood, the Spirit of the Lord 
ſha'l Lift up @ Standard ageinft them. And then that of Exze- 

| kiel 33. where it was much apon my foule, that I could 
not be free from the blond of the people, unleſſe I gave 
thera warning againſt choſe damnable De#rizes, And thus 
having given the Reader an account of my ſo publike a». 
, pearing that time againſt them: I hall now apply my (elſe 
to a Pamphler [er forth by George Whithead, full of ſinfull 
Dockrises, and vile repreaches, pretending to Anſwer what 
1 then Delivered, In my Reply to it, I doe fir profeſſe 
what 1 once told twe of the Quakers, I ſhould blefſe the Lord 
when he ſhoxld open 4 Doore off Providence to me, te hold 
forth my teft1mony to the World of the impoſſibility of ſatu a- 
tron by their Principles, which 1 then onely Acolared to 4 


Congregation. 
Im the anſwering of this Paper, I ſhall proponnd this 


Method. 

Firſt, To fhew the Grounds of the Qsabers deluſions, and 
what it is leads them inte, and keeps them in theſe perni- 
cious Prineiples, that ethers may diſcover their ſnares, and 
beware of them. 

S-condly, To demonſtrate the impoſſibility of ſalvation, 
in, and by their Principles, 

Thirdly, To Anſwer the meft materiall Cavills in this 
pamphlet of Pbitheads; and then leave my Name, and Work, 

And all, in the hands of a Faithfull God, 

As to the Cauſes of their Deluſſons. 

1. A ſpirit of 5 — nanging looſe to the Trath, and 
the love of it, and thereupon Geds juſt giving them up to 
Rreng deluſions te be led captive by Satan at his will. Now 
for the better under ſtanding of this, we muſt know, that there 
are three ſorts of people turne Qzakers. The firft ſort of them 
are unlearned, and unftable, wrefting Scripture to their own 
deſtructton, and theſe are generally thoſe that formerly were 

ancient 
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ancient Profeſſours ; but having unſtable minds, ranne from 

Forme to Forme, from Principle te Principle, till Satan hath 

eau ght them in the Quakers ſnare, 258 
Another fort there are of yong Men and Women among 


them, and theſe having been under ſome eonviftions and 
awakeningt ef the Law, have follewed the light of an awake-* 


ned cenſcienee, and fit down under that, before they cloſed 
with Chrif, 28d think chat terrours and ſhakings are fitteſt for 
their condition, quiet themſelves with ſome Legall obſer. 
vancer, and ſo are brought inte a Covenant of Works, and 
there lulled a fleep by Satan. 


There are a third ſert, who ſor eovetous ends to fave 4 


Tythes, have raſhly cleſed with them, who count gain god- 
lingffe , but what will it profit them to gain the whole world, 
and loſe their ſonles ? 

A ſecond Greund of their Deluſion, is this - 

Their not being able te diflinguiſh (through the hoog- 
winkings of Satan) betwizt the rigkteenſneſſe imputed upon 
the account of the Bleod of Chriſt; and the righteouſneſſe, 
or holineſſe wrenght in us by the Spirit: And this inherent 
righteonſneſſe they conſonnd with theſe attainments, brought 
forth by the light that is in every man. And that yon may 
vikbly obſerve in this Pamphlet of Whitheads, how ignorant- 


ly he confounds inherent and imputed Righteeuſneſle ; it 
ia nrw 7 ef in their Doctrine, the reaſon of this delu- 


ion may be this, They ſending people to the light within them, 


which, they ſay, every wan bath; telling them, that thu ig ht F 


being obeyed, will juſtifie ; and bring diſobeyed, vil dawne ; and 
ſo confound imputed, and inherent righteeuſneſſe, making 
imputation nothing but Gods reekoning the giving, or im- 


ptevement of light, to be our Righteenſneſſe, as bead, 


pag. 10. line 18. and the truth is, as the Papifts, ſo they, are 


wholly ignorant of the true nature of imputed Righteonſnes ;, 


and this is the groffe errourof the Secinian too, 
Thirdly, Their not being able to diftingnifh betwixt being 


juſtified freely by Grace, which is the fayonr of God, upon - 
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Paithfuly Diſcovered, : 


the account of Chrifts ſatisfaction; and che Grace wrought 
by the ſpitie in the ſoule; or rather, that gaturall light, which 
\ being improved. they call Graee : juſt as the Pelagian of old, 
(as you may fee at large in a Book called [avſexii Anguſting ) 
where it appears, they held rhat there was a power in every 
man to keep the Law; but being preſſed, That che Seripture 
ſpoke of ſalvation by Grace; Then they affirmed, the abilitics 
of Nature were Grace, as they were given by God; and the 
revealed will of God in the Scriptures, was Grace; and thus 
being forced, they @wned the name Grace. The not diflin- 
aiſhing berwixt Grace, as it ſpeaks the favonr of God, and 
«the work of God upon the ſoule, leads them inte a Covenant 
of” Works, which is no other, then treading in the old ſteps 
of the Papiſts, who thus confennd the Notion of Grace: That 
this is the Quakers Delefion, Reade pag. 8. of Whithead:s 
Book, 

Fenrthly. Their not diſtivgniſhingbetwixt the Cevenant of 
Grace, and the covenant of works,ſometimes mingling and eon- 
founding them; ſomtimes ſetting up the covenant of works as a 
way that would ſave, if kept; hence is their dream of perſectien 
ina way of obedlenee to the light within them: See this pro- 
ved at large in the Perfe# Phariſee: And if they ſometime 
take up that Phraſe, That Chriff i the end of the Law for 

rigbteouſneſſe, its plain, they underſtand the righteonſnelle 

fuffilled in them; for ſo they often expreſſe it. And this is 
the direct Popiſh Doeftrine, who (ay, That Chriſt & the end 
of the Law for righteonſneſſs, but expreſſe ic of inherent 

. Righteouſneſle, and ſo call ic, becauſe Chriſt workes it is 
them, 

The fifth Ground of their Deluſion is, Their not diſtiu- 
gaiſhing berwixt ſaving light given forth by Chriſt in con- 

+ verfion, and the light of conſcience, which every man hath as 
a rationall creature, And though this Phithead would ſeem 
to diſtinguiſh, yet beſides, what the Perfect Pilar: ſes ont of 
ſeverall of their ſpesches and writing diſcovers, to confirme 
their not diſtinguiſhing, Lec ni a little examine their aſſer- 

tions; 
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tions; they ſay, Every man bath a light within bim; but ſute 
every man hath net the ſaving light in convexſion; If they 


ſay, that light, beſide nature, which every man hath, is the 


Knowledge of Chrift; then they muſt afirme, That the Jewe:, 
Indians have it, which nothing bat ignorance will afhrme ; 
If chey (ay, it is not ſaving light, then it is no more then the 
light of maturall conſcience, and ſe they run into damnable 
errears, by not diſtinguiſhing, Could they but ſee a diffe-

rence betwixt the light given by Chriſt, as the Word (/oby;,) 


the ſecond Perſon in the Trinity in the firſt Creation; and 


che light given by Chriſt as the Mediatour (in wkom all 


cceaſnres of wiſedeme are hid) upen the account of the co. 
venant of Grace, it might help them out of (ſome pits the: 
ate in. 

Sixthly. Their being ſcandalized at ſome looſe Proſeſſors, 
rheir not finding what they would have bin at ander the meanes 
of Grace; their defire to live by ſenee, more then by Faith; 
their taking np a company of Phraſes againſts the Priefty 


of old, and applying them te the Miniſters of the Goſpe|- 


now, how truely (againſt many of them) the Lord will one 
day reveale the naturall tendency of mens hearts to ſpiritu- 
all pride: Theſe, with ſeveral! other things, have turned ma- 
ny afide from the good wayes of God, whe have joyned them- 
ſelves with thoſe that draw back unto perditien. 


Lafily. Their ſhaking off all the eurward Ordinances of 


Chriſt, under. pretence of receiving the inward miniltcations, 
a delußon that the old Serpent hath of late eminently uſed 
to feed the wanton fancies, and corrupt the minds of many 
from the ſimplicity that is in Chrift ; as if the Ordinances 
of the Goſpel were but ſhadowes, to vaniſh when Chrift 
comes. Theſe are ſome of thoſe wwiſfs which Satan blinds the 
winds of many with, leff the Jight of the  glorieow Geſpel of 
Chriſt, who is the Image of God, ſhould ſhine into them e and 
it concerns us much to conſider, That Errowr, and Harefoe 
ate as ſueceſſefull Engines in the hands of Satan, ſor the de- 
Acoying af. ſome, as Prophaneſſe for the ruining of piers, 
| they

they are as feall works of the fleſh, Gal. 5. 20. they bring

Thus have I diſcovered ſome of thoſe wayes that leade to 
Death; the Lord make you te (ee the Rocks and Sands, where 
others have ſuffered Shipwrack, that in your Sayling Heaven. 
ward, you way zveyd them, and come ſafe to your defred 
Haven. | 

Thus having ſhewn you what leads them into, and keeps 
them in their delafions, I fhall now in the ſecond place de- 
'monftrate the impoſſibility of ſalvation, in, and by the Prin. 
tip!es of the Quakers, But before I fally open it, I Gall pre- 
miſe three or ſcure things. | 

x. That the Seriptures plainly tell us, That there are dam- 
»able Hareſſet; and therefore called damnable, becauſe that 
lived and dyed in, they exelade from ſalvation, rhey bring 
rr pert as Druakennefle is a dammable Atadiee, be- 
zuſe lived and dyed in, it will damne. 

2. That the Speakings, Writings, Printings of a Sec of 
Men, are an ordinaty way for ns co know their Doctrine: 
by. Thus we knew the DotFrines of Popory, of Socinianiſme, 
Jataiſme, Ce. 

3. That Men are as their maine Principles are ; A Socj- 
„ian will not rely on the righteouſneſle of Chriſt for juſti- 
feation, beeanſe it is his maine Principle, that there is no 
ſueh thing. A Paps/} gives up himſelfe co beleeve what the 
Pepe belee ves, becanſe it is hit maine Principle, that the Pope 
eannet erre. A ew will not beleeve in Chriſt, beeauſe it is 
his waive Principle, be is net the Meſſiæ. 

4. God will deale with men for Eternity, according to 
their living and dying in their maine Prinetples. 

New for the the demonſtrating of it, That many of the 
Quakets Principles are Dawvugble ; I ſhall propeund theſe 
Arguments.” 

Firſt, Juſtification by Inherent Righteouſneſſe, is a Damnable 
Dottrive , but this is one of their maine Principles, That 
this is their Principle, is plain, both from their Words, and 

B Writipgs, 
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Writings ; ſee Perfelt Phariſee, pag: 19, and the reply to thei; 
Anſwer to it, pg. 48. And this Book of Phithead affirmes 
ic plainly, pag. 5. there he would prove, Tbat 4 mans ing of 
juſtice, juſtificr. him before God; 1 (hall anſwer his arguing, 
when I come to ſpeake to the Cavills in the Book; onely 
pow I quote it, to ſhe that they affirme juſtification by 
Iaberent Righteonſxeſſe ; and ſo, pag. 10, he flights the di- 
fin ion of two righ:eonſneſſes; one by the blood of Chriſt, | 
and the other by the ſpirit ef Chr:/t, and brings all to the” 
Righteouſneſſe within, whieh, ſayes he, & imputed to . Now 
to ſhew the deſtructiveneſſe of this Dofrine; Inftification is 
Gods abſolving of a finner, upon the account of a 1 ſa 
tis faction to juſtice imputed to the ſinner, through Belecving. 

For the prooſe ef this Scripture is abundant, Row 3. 24. 
25. 16. Rom,4.5. Rom. 9. 30. Rom. 10. 3. now inberent 
righteouſneſſe cannot be a perfeR ſatis faction to jullice, it 
comes from a ſinfull creature, and ſo cannot be perfect, [ob 
14.5. every action hath finfull circumſtances, and ſo canner 
be perfect; it ſets up a righteouſnefſe of the Law, which Cod 
hath excluded, as to juftitication ; & brings in creature boaſt- 
ing; it eſtabliſhes a covenant of werks; it makes Chrifts 
ſatisſactory righteoaſneſſe ef no effect; this broke the neck 
of many of the /ewers, and will all that live and dye in 
that way: Rem. g. 31. But Iſrael which followed after the 
Law of rightcouſueſſe, have uct attained to the Law of righ- 
teenſneſſe, Ver. 32. Wherefore ? becauſe they ſought in net by 
Faith, but as it were by the workes of the Law : for they 
finmbled at that tambling froze, 

Second Argument, . 

Tac not owning the imputed righteonſnefſe of Cbriſf. as 
the matter, and formal! canſe of our juſtification, is 4 dam» 
nable DofFrine; but this is ene of the maine Principles of the 
Quakers: and that this is their Principle, is proved by what 
is ſaid in the former Argament 1 and for further prevfe of 
it, they uſually deride a rigbteonſneſſe without us, which 
the imputed righteouſnefle of Chriff is, Sce George Fox, in bis 
Erraud

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Errand to Damaſens, He that i borne of Ged, u juftifed by 
'Chrift alone, without imputation. And of 4. Hodgſon, I be- 
laeve to be ſaved, not by the righteouſucſſe of Chriſt imputed

rent in the Perfon of Chr:# at the right hand of God, 
Rom. 8. 33 34. 

2. Ay our fins are inherent in us, and imputed to Chriſt; 
ſo his righteouſnefie is inherent in him, and imputed to us, 
2 Cor, F. 31. 

3. The very Notion of Impatarion (which the Scripte re 
is ſo fall ef) ſpeaks the rightcouſnes inherent” in another, 
and made ours by imputation, Rom. 4. 6. 

4. The nature of Faith carrying out to Chriſt ſor righ- 
reonſnes, ſpeaks the righteonſnes inherent in Chriſt, and not 
in us, Phil, 3. 9. N 

And that this imputed righteouſnes is the matter, and 
formall eauſe of out ju ſtification, appears ſeverall wayes, as 
If 13 the righteonſnes of God, Rem. 10. 3. 2 it is the righ- 
ceonſnes of Faith, Phil, 3.9. as it is the righteonſnes with- 
ont the Law, Rem. 3. 21, as it is the onely ground of par- 
Yon, Rom. 3.25. 

And truely to ſpeak my ſetled thoughts, that the beleeving 
in the imputed righteonſnes of Chriſt for juſtifieation, is 
ſuck a Foundation Principle, that it is impoſfible to be ſaved 
with denying, or cotall neglecting of this, which makes 


me have the ſame thonghts of the Secinias, that I have of

©" Third Argument. To make our reconciliation to God to 
de wrought by our improving the light within, and the 
rene wing of the Image of God in ny, i damnable Delbrins; 
but this is 1 maine Deckrise of the Quakers, Thar this is 
| B 2 their 
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their Principle; look Perfeſt Phariſee, pag. 10. 11. and in- 
deed; it is the ſtraine of all their Beoks ; benee it is, chat 
they never {ſend men to the blood of Chriſt for reconeilia- 
tion; but to the light within Never tel! them of pardon 
of fin through beleeving in the blood of Chriſt. Now for 
the demonſtrating the execeding fnfulnes of that Doeftrine, 
take cheſe following conſiderations,

1. The Types of the Old Teſtament all referred to blood, 
in poynt of atonement, Levit,8, 15. 2 Chron. 29. 24. 

2: Is not this plainly to make the ereature the (atisfier 
of divine juſtice hy his obedience, chat which the Scripture 
never owns ? 

Fourth Argument. 

To take men off from going te the fullnes of Chrift at 


the right hand of God for teaching, and ſend them to look / 


to the light withiv them (which, they lay, & in every mas) 
1 4 damnable Dottrine, but this is a maine Doctrine of the 
Quakers, reade Perfect Phariſce, pag. 17. 18. and indeed, 
there is nothing more common in their Writings, and 
Speakings then this; reade it plaine in this Pamphlet of 
Fhitheads, pag. 6. line 13. 16. 17. 18. Now that this is a 
damnable Doctrine, I (hall give many reaſons, 


1. This is to forſaks the fountaine of living waters, a 


dig to themſelves brokgn ciſtet nes that can bold no water, Jer; 
3. 13. 

= The Seriptutes ſends us to the right hand of God to 
Chr;/t, not te Chrift in us, Cel. 3. 1. Heb. 12. 8: neither 
doe I know any word of Scripture, that bids us goe to the 
light in us, though it ſhonld mean Chriſt in us, that is, the 
work of grace in us. 


3. That which they ſend to, is the light that every _ , 
| . ach; 
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-. hath ; That an Indies hath, it is their own expreſſion. Now 
to ſend to this to leade to perfection, and alſo ro neple® to 
#08 to the Foyntaive of Wiſedome at the right hand of God, is 
2 very ſonle-defireying Principle; but et this, more in the 
Anſwer to Phitheads Cavills. 

Fifchly. Joyne with theſe a fifth, The cafting off all the 
known Ordinances of Chriſt, is very defiraGive z but this 
is a Principle and Prattice of the Quakers : le is cafting of 
the yoke of Chriſt ; but this I hall fully ſpeak to in the lat» 
ter part of FWhitheads Pamphlet. 

There are other dangerous Principles I might inſtance in, 
as that of perfelbion, by improving the light in iu, &c. But 1 
hope, to every underſtanding ſeund heart, theſe will demon- 
irate the inconfiftency of theſe Principles lived and dycd 
in with ſalvation. For, as it is ſound Doctrine, That 2 drun- 
kard eannot be ſaved; beeauſe drunkennefle is a damning fin: 
ſo, if theſe be damning Prineiples (as 1 am ſatisfied they are) 
then he that lives and dyes in them, cannot be (aved, 

Theſe things I have thus freely declared, not out of any 
defire to paſſe ſentence upon the Quakers (the Lord is wit- 
nefſs) but to warne ſaints and others, who are net yet ir 
their ſmares, from having te doe with their Prineiples; and 
alſo (if pofible) te ſave ſome of them with feare, pulling them 
ont of the fire, Jude 23. 

Now the laſt ching I have to doe, is to reply to the Cavills 
of George Whithead ; where firft, I might gather up an heap 
of vile reproaches, as Iliade Watchman, deceiving fellow, &. 
bat I will not rake ia ſuch a danghill, it is their ſpiric, aud 
I leave him to the Lord to rebuk ;

i our juſtification , which bow damnable Opinion it is 1 
have already ſhewne ; but to cleare up what I ſaid, 1 «ffirme 
againe, that there i 4 principle of naturall light for the mang- 
ging of juſtice, meaning by juſtice, morall righteouſnefſe : 
juſtice as it is wewinem ladeve, ſuum cuig, tribuere, Some of 
the Aptient Romans and Grecian excell'd in this, that yet 
were farre from Goſpe! juſtification : they made excellent 
Lawes, and did many imitable aft, of juſt ice, but knew no- 
thing of Chrifts righteouſneſſe, He boldly affirmes, hat 
Gentiles were juſtified by doing of the Law , quite contrary 
to that of Romari 9. 30. What ball we ſay then ? That the 
Gentiles which followed net after righteonſneſſe, have attained 
to righteouſneſſe, even the righteouſneſſe which is of Faith : ſo 
not of the Law, but of Faith. That of Romans 2. 1. is not 


. ſpoken of abſelving a finner at the barre of jnftiee, for 


that's contrary to the whole tenure of the Goſpel; but as 
witneſſing ſome degree of teftimony in the eonſcience : as 
you may ſee plaine in Rem. 2.15. Their conſcience bearing 
witneſſe, and their thought: the meane while accuſing, or elſe 
excuſing one another ; excuſing is juſtifying in that place, 
Then he cryes ont Page the fixth, of a great abſurdity, 
that J ſaid, the light of conſcience was pure darkyeſſe, and now

Then he ſhats up all wich Rayling. 
In page 6. he quarrels at wy ſaying, that the Seriptares 
bid tus ror to (hrift, and mot to the light within; and tells us, 


That the Scripture doth not ſend u to Chriſt above, and at 


the right hand of God as a far off. To which I anſwer, That 
this is to contradi& plaine Scripture, Col. 3. 1. If ye be ri- 


ſen with Chriff, ſeek thoſe things which are above, whore Chrift- 


ftteth on the right hand of God : Nay, it is very fall and 
eleare to me out of Scripture, that the right hand ef God 


where Chr:f now fits perſonally in Glory, is above the high-/" 


eſt Heavens. Epheſ. 1. 20. 21 , above all Principality, and Powers, 
to make the exaltation of Chriſt, whoſe Perſon is now in the 


higheſt glorics, nothing, but bx being in every man, is groſſe 


ignorance and blaſphemy. When Stephen ſaw Jeſm ſtanding 
at the right hand of God, AA 7. 55. did he meane, he ſaw 
Chrift in every man? Bat the Quakers ignorance is intel- 
lerable. And here | challege the whole generation of Quakery, 
to ſhew one Scripture, that bids u /ook to the light within 
. A little after, he ſhuffles, and turnes from bidding us 
look, to the light within ws, (as if he were aſhamed of that) 
and bids wm look, up in the light ; bat this is the old trick of 
errour. And then he tells us, rhe righteonſnefſe of Faith 
doth wet dere? people to los for a Chriſt without. I ſtand 
amazed at their ignorance; When the Seripture bids weary 
aud hexuy laden ſoule: 7 te Chriſt; is it to the light in themꝭ or 
to the Lord Jeſus, at the right hand of Godꝰ And if the diſtanee 


trouble him, let him know, that Faith can at? upon a Chrif, 
though in the higheſt heavens, 1. 1. 8. can cloſe with promiſes 
4 fer of, Heb. 11. 13- That of Romans 10. (as you may ſee 
evident'y in the context) is to ſhew, that the Goſpel-righte. 

| onſneſſe 
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ouſneſſe of which he had been ſpeaking, ver, 3. is not got by 
our own working and toyling ; but by receiving the premi- 
ſes of the Goſpel in che heart by Faith, And as to his next 
Cavill; I anſwer plainely, That to ſend a man to live upon 2 
light within, is not to live upon Chriſt, whether it be meant 
of naturall, or (piritaall light ; For we muſt not live, no not 
upon our Graces; much leſſe, upon the light of Conleicnce, 
And here I ſhall acquaint you with an od Ob'ervation upon 
2 view of their Books and Spirits, that I cas diſcover notbing 
of Goſpel ſelfe-emptyings, er convircings of the need to goe ont 
to Chriſt ; bus a living full of the light and power they have, 
s moſt dangerous Rocke. 

Page the ſeventh. He challenges me for ſaying, chat Chr ft 
that ftteth in glory, ts the righteowſveſſs of God fulfilitd in you; 
and yet denyes that he & the light in people ;, and then ray les. 
But for the clearing of it, conſider, That I never denyed 
that Chriſt is the light of all ſaints, as che Mediatour, and 
the light of all men as the Creator; but that he is ig all in 
2 ſaving manner, that I deny againe ; For Chriſt to be the 
righteouſneſle of a man in juſtification, differs exceedingly 
from his being in all men; yea, from being a light in ſaints: 
he is the one by his blood, the ether by his ſpirit, The Lord 
give them once to ſee that it is not the light in us that made 
latiifaction to the juſtice of Cod, or by which we are ju- 


Kifyed before God. 


He goes on, and quarrels at my ſaying, Chriſt & the righ. 
teouſneſſe of « fuser. I am apt to think, that this , 
is not well read in the literall knowledge of the Seriptures; 
if he were, he would not wrangle thus, (Fm. 4. 5. is it not 
plainly ſaid, chat God juſtifies the wngedly, 1 Tim, 1. 15. 
Chriſt came to ſave ſinners, of whom I am chiefe; ) who if 
not malitious, would nnderfiand me otherwiſe, then of fin- 
ners beleeving in Chriſt, that either know wy Principles, 
or Preaching : And to ſpeak properly, the rightevuſnefe of 
Chriſt refers to fin, as the ſatisfaRion for it, thongh made ours 
by belceving. Aſtes this he * into 4 pang of rayling. 
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In the ſame page, he ſayes, that I aſſerted, that thi one 
Principle of looking to the light within, will leade to Hell. 
Friend, I ſaid, Looking to, aud living wpon the light within, will 
lcade to Hell, I ſay ſo again, For it is the leaving the Foun- 
tain of living Vaters, and going to, and living upon the 
muddy paddles of naturall light and power. The Apoſtles 
told their Brethren, of the anojntivg in Saints, not in all 
men; but never bad them look te it, and live upon it. 

Page the eighth, He quotes my affirming, that (hrift ere- 
ates Grace in the beart ; but the juſtification of 4 Soule « by 
Ebriff without, Upon this, he denyes created Grace, For the 
clearing of which, ſee Epheſ. 2. 10. chap. 4. 24. And here 
another errour appears, the not diſtinguiſhing betwixt che 
working of Grace in the heart, and the favcur of God in 


the Goſpel, And hence is it, that the Quakers infer, as he 


does here, that the Grace within juſtifies a Soule: and becaule 
I diſtinguiſh berwixt Chrifts righteenſneſle without, and the 
work of the Spirit within, he calls me deceiving fellow, 

He then rayles at me, for ſaying, that the Quakers hold, 
that a mans improving his natural conſcience, iu his growing 
up into perfeſtien, and his righteouſnefſe with God, | have 
proved it ſeverall times, That the light which chey ſay is in 
every man, muſt be. meant of the light of naturall conſci- 
ence ; nnleſſe they will ſay, all men have ſaving Faith. I de- 
fire to know what other light there is betwixt Faith and na- 
tarall conſcience ; but that by this light they attain perfection, 
this Mhitbead aſſirmes in this place, though it be a grofle et- 
rour. And then he goes to juftifie, that this perfection us onr 
rightecuſneſſe, confounding ſome Seripture Phraſes, 

Page the ninth, He flyes out bicterly againſt me for ſay- 
ing, that the Quakers are in .a covenant of Works, I have 
proved ſo plainly abeve ; I need not trenble the Reader, 
nor my ſelfe further about it. And indeed, what ever a man 


may call the light within him (if he call it, the life of Chriſt _. 


in us, as ſome contemplative Papiſts doe,) yet if ke live up- 
en it, 24 his «righteeuſneſſe for juſtification, it is a plaine 
covenant 
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covenant of works. Paul would not be faund in hu ern righ- 
teonſneſſe for juſtification, Phil, 3, nay, though he were ex- 
ceedingly more holy then any Quaker is; (and indeed, I doe 
not count any Attainment a reall Quaker hath by his Prinei- 
ples true holineſſe, it neither eomming from the death, nor 
ſpirit of Chriſt) yet, I ſay, Paul would not be found in chat, 
but in the righreouſnefle which is of God by Faith. Then he 
reproaches me for ſaying. that there i no hopes of ſalvation for 
them that be in the covenant of works ; and ayes, [ts falſe : 
any but a caviller would underRand me, as ſpeaking of thoſe 
that live and dye in that covenant, As when Paal (ayes, 
1 (07.6.9. Know ye not that the unrighteom ſhall not inherit 
the Kingdome of God; he means of thoie that live and dye ſo; 
there is nothing more uſuall in Seripcure then thus to expreſſe 
it; He that beleeveth not ſhall be damred; that is, if he live 
and dye ſo: if the ſeales of ignorance had not been upon his 
Eyes, he would never have tumbled upon this cavill. 

Page the tenth, He rayſesa great Rorme againſt me, for ſay- 
ing, there i a twe-fold righteouſneſſe ; one without us, but in 
Chriſt which is made ours by imputation : the other w:th:» 
w wrought by the Spirit. And he ealis me, blinde guide for 
doing ſo. I can biefle God that the Quakers are thus evidently 
diſcovered” in this myRery, He ſayes, Chriſts right:onu[ntſſe i 
ut one, which is holinmes, And for his asking me, What it was that 
was impated to Abraham for righteouſneſſe ? 1 anſwer, It was 
the promiſed Seed, ir was Chriſt held out in the promiſe, not 
any holinefle of eAbraham, For if Abraham were juſtifzed 55 
works, le hath whereof to glory, but not before God, Rom. 4. 2. 

Page the eleventh. Fer his meer cavill,, hat 4 godly wan 
conld not be ſaved by hi teares; as if a godly man could not 
be ſaved, I anſwer, Either the Writer did not take the whole 
Sentence; or Phithead curtaild it; for my way of ſpeaking it 
that caſe, is this, Were a man ne ver ſo godly, and bath noliing 
but bu tears to plead for him, (if he can be counted goely tha: 
bath nothing but ki; tears to pleade for him, but ſuppoſe ſack 
a caſe) he muſt goc to Hell; the reaſon is, becaule nothing elſe 
will 
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will ſatisfie Divine Juſtice, but the righteonſneſſe of Chriſt ; 


Would any man who had the ſpirit of wiſedome,or meekneſſe, 
have underſtood me otherwiſe ? . #8#hear, I know not thy 
perſon - but this Book of thine rells me, thou art a meer cavil. 
ler, and rayler, the Lord reptoove thee for it. 

In the {ame page, He quotes wy ſaying, The Quakers caff 
off all the known Ordivances of C brit, a« Baptiſme; the Lords 
Supper, &. and then tells us, that Water Baptiſme is not the 
B aptiſnoe of all ſorts, for there i Baptiſme of Fire, I Anſwer, 


That I meant all the ſtanding Ordinances which Chriſt hath 


left us for preice; For that of Fire, and Spirit, it referd to 


the giving forth of Fiery cloven Tongues, which is not now , 


a ſtanding Ordinance, But for the Baptiſme of Water for 
the remiſſon of (ins, that is a ſtanding Ordinance : And 
when I ſaid, Beptiſme of all ſorts ; I meant, beth that which 


the Pedobaptiſts and Anabapriffs uſe; which it is ſufficently 


known the Onzakers caſt off. 
Page the twelfth. And for the Lords Supper, he cannot deny 


the calling off of that, and calls the Lords Supper wah Bread 


and Wine, carnall Bread and Wine received amongf# carnal 
people at the hands of a blinde Prieff, Will eur blefied Chriſt 
beare this at the hands of a ſeornfull man! He ſayes, they drink 
of the true Vine ſprung up in them + How ſinfull is this, to caſt 
off Chriſts plain Inſticutions, pretending to Celebrate the Lords 
Supper by living upon that which is in them?

7s not 
this very ſinfall thus to adulterate Seriptures > And for the 
great neſſe of Panls Wages, thinke but of the Primitive Saints 
laying down their Effates at the Apoſtles Feet, and then judge 
of it.

I ſhewed the genuine meaning of 
it; firſt, negatively, That it did not bind us to try (in, id eff, 
by an experimentall practice to find eut what is in it; as to 
try drankenneſle by being drunke, or comming into drunken 
company; or any other finfull luſts in our perſorall experi- 
ment. And l inftanced in Selemon, how this tryall of ſinfull 
courſes colt him a {ad Apoſtacy ; where he chiidiſhly eavills at 
the Phraſe, coff kim an Apoſtacy ; when any ſober underſtand- 
ing, would take it to fignifie, that he fell into a ſad Apoſtacy 
by it. And dare any Q«gker bid his companion try all plea- 
ſures. as Solomon did? But (ſayes he) he found wiſcdome afier- 
wards; thanks be te iree grace that heal'd his backlidings, but 
no thanks te his trying finfull pleaſures; neither viagghat the 
fruit of his trying. 1 inſtanced allo in Adam and Ever eating 
the forbidden fruit, who loſt Paradiſe by trying what ir weuld 
doe; here he trifles ridiculonfly. and crye: ont f!ſe Doctrixe, 
to cal an Apple, Taske him what Fruit it was. and when he 
can tell me a better name for it, Ile learne of him? But the 
queſtion is, whether the trying the forbidden Fruit, was not a 
great fin? I (ay, it was, notwithſtanding this rule; but I hal 
adde, that the Apoſtles bidding try al things, does net bid them 
heare deecivers, or Rilſe teachers; Shew me where ever Paal 
bids them heare the falſe Apoſtles, he plainly bids them turne - 
away from them.

Page the ſixteenth. In lead of anſwering what I ſaid o the 
ſecond Objection, he falls a rayling birteriy-; the Object ion 
was, Doe not the Quakers ſbeabę againſt in? My anſwer was, 
I appeale to your conſciences,whether in our Preaching the Goſpel, 
we doe not ſpeaks againſ# fin, and that loudly tov? He cavilis at 
my calling Preaching againft hn, a partof the Minifiration of 
the Geſpel. I ſay, ic is when Goſpel is taken of a large 
ſenſe ; for all Chrifls revealed will, thovgh in a Hricker ſenſe, 
it is the word of reconciliation. As te that of denying the 
Deity of Chriſt, look into the Perfect S hariſee and you Hall 
ſee what blaſphemy about the God head, and Trinity. and Chriſt 
they vent. 

Page the eighteenth. He turns his Diſcourſe to the people 
with a moſt loathſome heape of rayling againſt the Miniſters of 
the Goſpel: Oh that I could encreat this Pbithead to reade the 
third of James, to learve to bridle his Tongue. I hepe we are 
a ſweet ſavour to many in Newcafle;, it is not the breathing 
out ſuck noyſome words that will make us ctherwiſe. 

Page the nineteenth, He tells the ſtory of the Magiſtrates of 

Neweaſiles diſſelvipg the Meet ing of the Quakers, and charg- 
D ing 
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ing them not to Meat there any mere. As fer the Magiftrates of 
Newcaſtle their activeneſſa to puniſh ſin, their tenderneſſe to 
the godly of different judgements,bath made Namcaſſiæ famous 
in the Eyes of the Nation: The bleſſing of God upon their 
Goverament is eminent; And for their not ſuffering Quakers 
to have their Mectings here, to ſeduce the people, it is their 
Zeale and Glory; they know no Law that tolerates their Meet. 
ings; And for their Ha|beres, who knows not, that the Chiefe 
Magiſtrates uſe to be ſo aitended; let them ſay if there were 
an haire of any of their heads hurt; the Magiſtrates theraſelves 
wire there on purpoſe to prevent violence, But this will ſoree 
me to give the Reader zu account of the wonder ſull out · go- 
ings. of God againſt the Quekers at that time, 

In December laſt, there eame many of the Quakers and mer 
at Newcafle to ſpread: their pernicious Principles; and on a 
Lords Day they paſted up a Paper upon the Deore of the pub- | 
Hque Meeting place; to tell of their Meeting that day; and 
where it was; hut che Magiſtrates hearing of it, went asd diſ- 
ſolved them. Then they went to hire the Mate- bal. but could 
not obtaine that. Then one Miam Coteſ north of Shields, (a 
great Ringlea der among the Quakers) went, and under evlour 
of Maulting . hited a very greet Houſe in Newcefle; hut before 
3 it, the Lord figoally wneſſed againſt him, 2d 
firoke hifh with madnefſe; who at that time rid to Durham 
on the Lords Day; and being apprehended, and asked the eauſe 
of Travelling on the Lords Day, he ſaid, He was going to the 
PrateRor fer « Pardon for thoſe thet had ſlaine the ayer of 


Neweaſtle; but the Juftice perceiving him mad, ſent him to 


the Goale, and he dyed flarke mad within a few dayes in 
Priſon. Another of them at that time (a Sheo maker in 
Newcaſts )eame and rayled at me in the Publique Meeting- 
place;/who preſently was ſtracke mad, and in the hcight o. 
his madneſte,'I was with him, and heard. and ſaw him rave- 
ing; who hath fince thanked me ſor vißting him, Thus 


hath the wrath ef the Lord broke ont againſt chem, and 


cheir way. 
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Page the twentieth, There is one ſtory remains, and that 
is about two ſhillings and ſiæ pence, which h, a fayes, 1 

gave the Keeper of the Mute-hall ; he ſayes, it wert abread 
ſo: is that the way of 4 Lover of Treth (as he pretends ts be) 
to Print every thing that gees abroad, Thus Jeremies ene- 
mies, that were enemies to the Truth, Jer, 20. 10, Should 1 
Print all that goes abroad of Quakers, I might buſie the Prin- 
ter. But the truth of che flory is this; There was a grati- 
ous wan, a Priend of mine, came and told that the Quakers 
were kyring the Mate- hal to Meet in: 7 preſently took my 
Friend with me, and we went and ke with the man, and 
ſhewd him the ſinſulneſſe of ſuffering them to Meet there; 
who being convinced, told us, they ſhould not moet there; but 
before we parted, / .defired him to ſend for Turner the 
Quaker, that bad been wich him about it: Ard the man be-

Now, where was the He] We firſt con- 
 vineed him of the fin of letting it to them; he diſcharged 
the Quaker before vs; We gave it purely (as the ſcarcher of 
hearts knows) to prevent the Quakers temptings. 

He ſhuts up all with loud rayling, it is their way, the Lord 
forgive them, they know not what they des. Theſe things onght 
wot foto be; Who ſo i 4 Wiſe man, aud oxducd with wiſedome 
among you? let bim (hew ont of a good converſation big works 
with meekneſſe of wiſedome, James 3. 10. 13. 
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
